LONDON—Herbert Asquith, the Brit- 
ish premier, declared the relations of 
Great Britain and the United States in 
the Mexican situation are of the most 
friendly nature, at the Guildhall banquet 
here Monday night. 

Mr. Asquith replied to the toast for 
the ministers. Regarding Mexico, Mr. 
Asquith said, there cannot be a question 
‘of British political intervention in the 
domestic concerns of Mexico or any Cen- 
tral or South American state. “We can 
only give,” he said, “all possible protec- 
tion-on the coast to British lives and 


ay property in urgent danger.” 


There was no foundation, he continued, 
for the rumor, that when the United 
Gtates government took their own line 
regarding Mexico, Great Britain de- 
liberately entered upon a new departure 
policy opposed to and calculated to, 
thwart that of the United States. On 
March 31 of this year, before the United 
States administration had made a 
declaration of policy, Great Britain 
recognized Huerta as the Mexican Presi- 
dent in the interim. The action was 
taken because Great Britain neither 
wished to nor could intervene and was 
compelled to deal with whatever was at

| About $1,000,000 loss was experienced 
‘through the Boston Elevated Railway 
‘Company strike, it came out today at the 
i hearing before the special board of arbi- 
tration in Ford hall, which is trving to 
vadjust points at issue between the com- 
ipany and its employees. This information 
| developed in the testimony piven by John 
‘Henry Neal. general auditor for the com- 
‘pany, during hi cross-examination by 
John P. Feeney, attorney for the Bos- 
'ton Street Carmen's Union. 

| Mr. Neal admitted under cross-exam- 
‘mation that the road had paid a 
|Week to each non-union worker and to 
jeach loyal employee while the difficulties 
a under way. His admissions were 
made when Mr. Feeney in questioning 
the witness tried to show that the heavy 
expenses of the Elevated were due to 
the strike. 

Testifying to the cost of the road and 
its equipment, Mr. Neal told the board 
that the tracks of the company on all 
its lines, including the elevated tracks 
and the Cambridge subway, were worth 
$30,000,000. Per mile the cost, he said, 
for double tracks was $81,600 and for 
single tracks $29,700. 

For the West End tracks the road 
paid $60,900 for double and $33,000 for 
single tracks. Electric cars owned by 
the road cost $13,737,339, which included 
the cost of equipment also.

Devine has no visions of the dis- 
ruption of the public school; he regards 
it as the training ground of the gov- 
erning classes, but he has the courage 
born of conviction and thus says frankly 
that the public school man of the fu- 
ture must-show himself efficient and 
worthy by reason of his persona] char- 
acter and absence of all patronage and 
vanity. He must come forward and 
share freely and be prepared for hard 
work and humble service. 

It is necessary, says the headmaster 


_of Clayesmore, to recognize that more 


and more opportunities of education are 
given to every class, and the assumption 
that “educated classes” are synonymous 
with “upper classes” nowadays, is a 
mere delusion. He points to the well 
informed students of the Labor party 
as an instance of this. 

Obviously, the public schools are 
awakening to the demands of the time, 
to the rapidly changing conditions of the 
body politic, but can more be done to 
awaken social consciousness?

ROYSTON, England—Speaking at 
Royston recently, on the government 
land proposals, Lord Crewe said that 
people had been selling their lands be- 
cause they could get higher interest by | 
turning their estates into money, and 
that, he thought, was the simple ex- 
planation of a large number of the sales 
which had taken place. 

If, he continued, sales began on a 
large scale he was certain, from a fairly 
intimate knowledge, that sales would 
spread and spread rapidly until they 
reached a most gigantic figure, and 
prices everywhere would rise to an enor- 
mous extent.

British and German Engineers Begin Construction of Line 


Which Will Put Hongkong and Southern Chinese 
Commercial Capital in Communication With North 


(Special to the Monitor) 

HONGKONG, China—Among the en- 
gineering works to whica China stands 
committed,at the present time, few are 
likely to have a more far-reaching ef- 
fect than the Hankow-Canton railway, 
which will put Hongkong and the south- 
ern Chinese commercial capital, Canton, 
in direct communication with the north, 
and make it possible to travel overland 
from the British colony to Europe. 


Construction of the line, which will be 
superintended by British and German en- 
gineers, has already been begun, and the 
first mile of track was laid at the be- 
ginning of August. This is only a branch 
line to a market town on the river near 


Hankow, however, the actual construc-. 


tion of the main track having been hin- 
dered somewhat by the recent internal 
troubles, which caused delay in the re- 
mittance of the money. 


While discussions have been taking 
place with regard to the finances of the 
venture between the four powers’ banks, 
the board of communications, Mr. Col- 
linson, engineer in chief of the British 
section, and Mr. Linow of the German 
section, much of the preliminary work 
has been done, 

The purchase of the land is proceeding, 
but it is hampered by the prohibitive 
prices put upon their lote by the Chi- 
nese owners along the route. Notwith- 
standing this, the erection of the tele- 
graph lines along the main section was 
rapidly pushed forward, and now that 
the engineers have started work on the 
main track their labors will be consider- 
ably expedited by the ready communica- 
tion between the different sections. 

It is planned to push the railroad to 
the Kwangtung border in four years 
and the Canton section linking it with 
the new Kowloon terminus of the Brit- 
ish section ef the Kowloon-Canton sys- 
tem should be completed at the same 


time. This will place Hongkong within 
40 hours’ journey of Hankow, which is 
already looked upon as being the future 
commercial center of China and will ma- 
terially add to the importance of both 
ports. 

Favored by its situation and the fa. 
cilities for transport afforded by the two 
great water courses, the Yangtse and 
the Han, Hankow was an important com- 
mercial center long before the traders 


from other countries put in an appear- 
ance and since this advent the progress 
it has made is remarkable. It was in| 
1861 that it was declared a treaty port, 
and its ‘trade two years later was re- 
turned as being of the total value of 
21,388,983 taels. By the end ef 1911 
these figures had multiplied by five, 
reaching the enormous sum of 117,957,484 
taels. 

Remarkable as was the advance made 
by the port under Manchu rule it is be- 
ing eclipsed by its expansion under the 
new regime. Fung Tze Tui, director of 
the railroad under the board of communi- 
cations of the Chinese republic, has de- 
cided to make Hankow his headquarters 
and is pushing forward the construction 


from that end.

Editorial Comparison of Party Platforms Counsels 
Caution in Sweeping Changes

If the platform promises of the Demo- 
cratic and Progressive parties in the 
recent campaign were to be taken seri- 
ously and fulfilment expected at the 
points where the platforms agree, the 
government of Massachusetts would 
undergo a more sweeping change than} 
at any time in its entire history.’ Con- 
tro] of legislation is very nearly in the 


hands of these two bodies, should they 
act together. The Democratic Governor 
will find support, theoretically at least, 
in the combined vote of the two parties | 
in the House of Representatives, bat by 
a narrow margin the Senate will still 
be able to stand out on party lines. 
The Republicans have 21 votes in the 
upper branch, just a majority. If, for 
one and another of the changes, the 
allies should gain two Republican votes, 
they would be able in a full Senate to 
carry over the only barrier. The power 
of the two parties is near enough to 
control to make a study of the pro- 
posals they are together pledged to put 
in force of more than casual interest. 
Upon the referendum and initiative the 
Democrats and Progressives agree in 
their platforms, the latter adding the 
recall. There are always Republican 
votes in their favor and it may be that 
the first steps will be taken towards a 
constitutional amendment, although 
avother Legislature and later the voters 
will have to support the change. There 
has been a diminishing opposition to 
this axtension of direct government, the 
experience..of another New England 
state already showing that the referen- 
dum is not resorted to frequently 
enough to justify either great claims for 
it or apprehension of the breakdown of 
representative government. 


Equal suffrage is promised by both. 
Party lines are held with difficulty on 
this annual test; but the pledge has 
meaning, now that it may be fulfilled. 
The Republican vote is always large for 
it. The passage of the constitutional 
amendment is to be expected, and with 
this much accomplished, its going 
through the other parts of the process 
will follow almost certainly. 

Stringent legislation against the 
lobby and against the use of money in 
elections: All the restrictions on the 
lobby, and they are many, have been 
brought about by the Republicans and 
hardly more can be done without pro- 
hibiting the presence of men about the 
legislative doors With a purpose of 
influencing the members. If abolition 


of the lobby is intended, the change will 
take its place in the list of radical 
steps. 

Abolition of party enrolment for the 
primaries: The Massachusetts law now 
forbids voters taking part in one pri- 
mary if they belong to another, and 
makes a change from one party to the 
other possible only on three months’ 
notice. Theoretically, the party primary 
is rightly limited to the men who be- 
long to it, and the packing of one pri- 
mary by the members of another was one 
of the evils the law sought to end. 
Practically, the law has prevented many 
going to the primaries because of un- 
willingness to be announced and re- 
corded as of a party. The change is not 
less than radical.’ '

ner. This is vital home making of a 
serious nature.

So many one-piece gowns will be! women keep their pearls and diamonds 


worn that the coat which goes with 
them will be a necessity. As. a rule it 
will be found more practical to have one 
general coat that can be worn with more 
than one gown, writes Mrs. Ralston in 
the Ladies Home Journal. For this pur- 
pose the black satin and the thin, satin- 
finished, ribbed cloths are excellent mate- 
rials to choose. These are lined with 
brocades or soft furs, such as muskrat 
and moleskin. They are cut in three 
quarter length and are semi-fitted—not 


a loose nor bulky fit, but cut with just, 


enough fulness to conceal but not hide 
the lines of the figure. 

A becoming feature of these coats is 
the high, standing collar of fur which 
forms a frame for the face. In some 
cases the collar is made with the mate- 
rial of the coat fur lined or fur edged, 
if it is not found feasible to make them 
all of the fur. 

Plain velvet coats and velveteen are 
used with the one-piece silk, satin and 
velvet dresses. To wear with dresses of 
wool, and silk and wool, and novelty 
materials, coats of soft, smart-looking 
tweeds will be used. They are an out- 
come of the ratine cloths, but are 
smoother in finish and less bulky in 
weight. 

For evening wraps short and long 
napped plushes and velvets will be worn, 
with collars and cuffs of fur. They are 
the most luxurious garments, and often 
brilliant in color, especially in the splen- 
did brocaded velvets, many of which are 
richly threaded with gold or silver in 
the texture—metal brocades, as they are 
called. While a striking contrast is 
often given by the fur collar and cuffs 
a new idea is to have the fur dyed to 
match the color of the coat, and fox and 
thibet are much used for this purpose. 
Civet cat in its strong yellow apd black 
colors always looks well with dark reds 
or deep blue or gray. Ermine is used 
so lavishly on both evening and day 
coats that one almost forgets its price- 
less aspect, notwithstanding its cost con- 
tinues to soar.

supreme court declined Monday to direct; /*

to send up for review the $5,000,000 liti 
gation between the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company and the American Bell 
Telephone Company, growing out of a 
contract in 1879, whereby the former 
went out of the telephone business as a 
competitor of the latter. The Western 
Union got a decree in the New England 
courts, 

Railroads working employees overtime 
without rest in violation of the hours of 
service law are liable to a fine for each 
employee so worked. The court so held. 

Receivers of insolvent corporations are 
not required to pay the corporation tax 
imposed by the Payne-Aldrich law, ac- 
cording to a decision by the court. The 
decision was in the case of the Third 
Avenue Railway Company and the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company of New 
York. 

The Vermont statute of 1906, levying 
a tax upon savings deposits in national 
banks, was upheld as constitutional. 

The prison sentence imposed upon C, M. 
Summers, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Juneau, Alaska, for al- 
leged manipulation of the bank’s money 
Was set aside.

Of the ten independent nations of South America, Colombia 
and Venezuela alone occupy territory fronting on the Caribbean 
sea. These countries, therefore, are most fortunately situated in 
respect to doing business with the peoples to the north of the 
Panama canal. The opening of that waterway is expected to 
revolutionize trade between the Atlantic and Pacific coast cities 
and, although Brazil, Argentina and Chile heretofore have led in 
South American progress, Venezuela and Colombia, and even the 
latter’s immediate neighbor, Ecuador, are confronted with business 
prospects that it is hoped will be made serviceable. 

If the news of the moment is to be considered in the premises 
there would seem to be a reason to doubt whether Colombia or 
Venezuela are as yet in shape to be called nations enjoying peace 
as: fully as they should. Colombians recently have expressed much 
displeasure because the Panama situation has not been adjusted 
as they wish to see it adjusted, and the United States is blamed 
for negligence. Be this as it may, the present administration at 
Washington can hardly be held responsible for the acts of a 
predecessor, and in view of what really is being done to appease 
Colombia’s grievance over losing Panama, the press of the South 
American republic should not be careless in making statements that 
are out of place. If it is» fair play Colombia asks of the nation 
that has spent close to $400,000,000 to improve traffic in the 
southern continent, then the northern republic is itself entitled to 
nothing less. Colombia may have its opinion as to what the United 
States should do in Mexico, but President Wilson can have no 
reason to ask advice of Colombia. It will serve no good purpose 
for the Colombian press to rejoice over Mexico’s “dignified stand” 
against Washington. Mexico is a problem by itself, just as the 
Panama-Colombia problem is a matter that calls for separate con- 
sideration.

Rendered It Rich in Agricultural Lands, Where the 
Great American Staple Is Produced in Good Shape

LIMA, Peru—The port of Pisco lies 
about 200 miles south of this city. From 
there a railroad, 46 miles long, leads 
into the valley of Ica and it is in this 
region that irrigation has changed a 
comparatively barren country into an 
agricultural haven, 

The valley of Ica comprises some 45,- 
000 acres under actual proprietorship. 
Of this area more than 30,000 acres are 
under cultivation, while there are 37,- 
000 more acres in the valley which 
could be cultivated by irrigation. 


Irrigation is the sole means for culti- 
vating the soil in most parte of Peru. 
There is no rainfall. But the Ica river, 
which comes down from a region of cer- 
tain annual rainfall, brings along during 
the summer months an average of about 
190,000 acre-feet of water. This run-off, 
as it is called, all occurs during the 
months of January, February, March and 
April. The fluctuations are so extreme 
that the canals of the valley are unable 
to carry and distribute this quantity. 

Cotton now is grown to advantage 
in the Ica valley. The lands devoted 
principally to cotton cultivation include 
the Ocucaje estate, belonging to the 
Alvarez Calderon family, who reside in 
Paris and who have leased the property 
to Felipe Zunini. It comprises about 
6000 acres.

Valley Near Sea—Quiet New 
England College Life and 
Noisy Mills Form Contrast 


FORESTS ALL AROUND 


BRUNSWICK, Me.—In the bottom of 
a narrow valley, where the quiet waters 
of the Androscoggin river drop suddenly 
into turbulent rapids that hurry to the 
nearby sea, lies the little town of Bruns- 


& wick, Me. 


From the valley bed the town, with its 
broad roadways and broader lawns and 
commons, seems completely shut in by 
the forests, and one can catch a glimpse 
of the surrounding country only through 
the two openings in the hills, through 
which come the breezes from the ocean 
and the more fragrant winds from the 
injand countryside. But a climb to the 
tops of the hills shows a long stretch of 
the coast to the south, island-dotted and 
deeply indented, and to the west the dis- 
tant range of the White mountains, 

- Brunswick itself has in its atmosphere 
the duality of its quiet, turbulent river, 
for its currents of activity move placidly 
in the backwater of its cdllege life, and 
swirl more quickly about its busy mills. 


A BIT OF BOWDOIN’S ARCHITECTURE! 


These mills turn out paper, 
from the wood of the neighboring for- 
ests, and cotton cloth. Indeed, the first | 
cotton mill to be built in the state of 
Maine was erected here. 

Its college is Bowdoin, an institution 
that holds high educational rank and 
possesses an interesting group of build- 
ings. The chapel is built of undressed 
granite in: Romanesque style, and raises 
twin spires high above the surrounding 
trees. Its interior walls are beautifully 
decorated with mural paintings and fres-

SomE two years ago the people of Portugal

Religion and tion. The King was succeeded by a Presi- 
Royalty dent, and for the second time the reign of 
the religious orders came to an abrupt con- 
in clusion. It was not so much the monarchical 
idea that was weighed in the balance and 
found wanting: it was the influences with 
which the monarchy had surrounded itself. 
1 These distinctions are, however, too nice for 
the man on the Galata bridge or the man on Broadway. To them 
the inference is simple. Caesar in Lisbon has been overtaken by 
the same fate as Caesar in Paris, and it is felt by all supporters 
of the monarchical system that something must be done to stay 
the revolutionary force. 

That this is an alarmist point of view, on the face of the 
evidence, there is no reason to doubt; but it is a fear of misfortune 
which has made strange bedfellows. The heterogeneous alliance 
which has undertaken to champion the Braganza cause 1s an extraor- 
dinary one, and one which is not rendered less extraordinary in 
the light of the fact that the cause of the house of Braganza 
_is ultimately that of the religious orders. That the armor barons 
should have seized on the opportunity of working off some of 
their accumulations of out-of-date stock is not remarkable, and 
it is quite possible that they have been far from proving the worst 
friends of the republic. What is remarkable is that so large a 
proportion of the world’s press should have made their columns 
the mouthpiece of what is really a religious propagandism. 

It was not any antagonism to the monarchical idea that led 
to the Portuguese revolution. The unforgivable crime was the tact 
that the monarchy had made itself responsible for the excesses of 
the religious orders*in general, and the Jesuits in particular, If the 
deposed King had had the wisdom to display even as much inde- 
pendence as King Alfonso he might have weathered the storm. 
As it was, he nailed the flag of the Black Pope to his mast, only 
to see it and the royal ensign shot away by the republican guns.

California is to decide during the present year whether it shall 
undertake to revise its organic law from beginning te end. This 
decision, under act of the last session of the Legislature, 1s to be 
recorded by a referendum vote next November. If the vote is in 
the affirmative, the Legislature of 1915 wilk call a constitutional 
convention. 

In one respect California is following the lines pursued by 
Ohio. In the latter state, only a part of the amendments agreed 
upon in convention have thus far been incorporated into the con- 
stitution. It will not necessarily follow when California shall 
have passed through all the tedious preliminary details that the 
instrument submitted, in whole or in part, shall be approved by 
the people. 

Complaint has been common through many vears with regard 
fo the difhculties encountered in amending state constitutions. 
Much depends upon the mood of the public im all such enterprises. 
It has frequently been the case that after public opinion has appar- 
ently registered its approval of a certain change in the constitution, 
it has completely reversed its decision during the period interven- 
ing between the first step and the last. One western state not 
many years ago was apparently eager to change its tundamental 
law trom beginning to end. An overwhelming majority of the 
voters favored a_ constitutional convention. The convention 
assembled and drew up a new charter tor the state in accordance 
with the edict of the people, and it was overwhelmingly defeated. 
Moreover that state did not again undertake to amend its constitu- 
tion for more than a decade.

Women were prominent in the affairs of the ter- 
ritory; women were forward in securing its statehood. From the 
establishment of the state in 1890 up to the present time, it may be 
fairly said that its public business has been earried on creditably. 
Perhaps because the state was not so populous as others when it 
entered upon equal suffrage it escaped some of the unpleasant phases 
of the innovation incident to its inauguration in one or two neigh- 
boring commonwealths. .\t all events, the belief has obtained 
broadly that under equal suffrage matters are moving smoothly in 
Wrvoning. 

This impression ts rather strengthened than weakened by the 
remarks of the person referred to, although these are in a critical 
vein. They seem to be intended to convey the idea that woman in 
Wyoming is not in political affairs so attentive’ to the duties of 
citizenship as to make her an independent thinker—that she throws 
upon her men folk a responsibility that she should take upon herself.
